The Bureau conducted an exhaustive 
investigation of allegations of bribery and other criminal irregularities in 
connection with these paroles. This investigation was substantially negative. 
Ine investigation to date discloses, however, that Áccardo and Bernstein visited 
Subjects Campagna and,DeLucia at Leavenworth Penitentiary. Accardo impersonated 
дозер В рег, another Chicago attorney and signed Bulger!s name to the visitor 
тес rd on each occasion when he entered the penitentiary.
